The plan is to broadcast all the public 
p-.oceedings of the convention. 


This is commercialization of a kind pleasing alike to the 


men responsible for.party finances and to the general pub- 
lic. No charge can be made to the radio fans for thatservice. 
Anyone with a receiving outfit can listen in. as freely as he 
does to the daily concerts and news bulletins. The company 
making the big offer is willing- to pay that much merely for 
the incidental advertising it will get out of the thing and for 
the benefit of the radio industry. 


It is expected that the convention proceedings v/ill be 


handled on trunk telephone lines to various cities serving as 
Strategic centers of distribution, and thence broadcast bv ra- 
dio for surrounding territory, thus covering the entire country 
simultaneously, as was done recently with an address by Pre>i- 
dent Coolidge. There is no question about the success of this 
method '.and. it can doubtless be improved with experience. 


Every citizen, in every city, can. then attend the. national 


convention if he wants to, by merely tuning in for himself or 
stepping in next door. It will,be a wonderful illustration of 
the scope of this marvelous instrument of communication 
.and the way it is destined to publish and popularize politics 
along with everything else of a communicable nature/Also 
of the future possibilities of revenue for people and institu- 
tions~that have something the radio public wants.
